NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—A special to 
the Herald from Washington says tnat 
Secretary Root has taken measures to 
break the corner in hemp. As a result 
of discussing the matter with the 
President, he has cabled this instruc. 
tion to Maj.-Gen. Otis: “Apparentty 
speculative corner in hemp here. Is 
raising prices to great injury legiti- 
mate consumers. Desirable to get 
—— hemp ports open soon as practi- 
cable.“ 

This instruction is due to the pro- 
tests made by prominent cordage man- 
ufacturers and by farmers, calling at- 
tention to the fact that the opening 
of ports in Northern Luson today 
would afford no relief to the hemp 
situation, and earnestly requesting 
that southern ports be garrisoned and 
opened to the trade. 

The important hemp ports of the 
Philippines are Calbayog, Lagraja, Pa- 
ranas, Surigao, Barugo, Tacloban, Bay, 
Legaspi, Tabac, „ Bubat and 
Malitbog. Cordage manufacturers are 
anxious that some of these ports shall 
be opened. In a letter to Assistant 
Sec of War Metklejohn, the 
writer said that if the hemp now at 
the several ports of the Philippines 
were exported, it would be immediately 
dispatched to this country by steam- 
ships at low rates of freight and be 
manufactured into binder twine in suf- 
ficient time for the farmers.

ROUTING OF FRUITS. 
RAILROAD OFFICIAL EXPLAINS. 
IA. F. DAY REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 2.—The Bul- 
letin publishes the folowing statement 
made by a local railroad official re- 
garding the alleged refusa! of the South- 
ern Pacific anti Sapta Fé railroads 
to permit shippers of citrus fruits to 
route their products to eastern cities 
as they see fit: 

“The railroads that are interested 
in handling the citrus-fruit traffic in 
interstate business, have not now and 
never did have a tariff in which the 
shipper was given the unrestricted 
right to route his fruit to eastern mar- 
kets. In a spirit of accommodation the 
ralltoads have heretofore accepted the 
shippers’ routing as their routing. 

“Experience has shown that such ar- 
rangement is not convenjent or equit- 
able, for if the carrier contracts to 
transport freight safely between two 
points it certainly has the right to say 
how such freight shall move to its des- 
tination. The railways, therefore, 
January 1, concluded to directly as- 
sume the right of handling citrus 
fruits between two specified points as 
per their contract without restraint. 
Or, in other words, the present condi- 
tion is not modified, and has in no 
way changed past practice, except 
the carriers have considered it inex- 
pedient to longer accept shippers’ 
routings as their routing, but rather 
to assume the right to which any fair- 
minded person will agree, that if a cun- 
tract is made to transport freigh 
tween two points, the parties sv con- 
tracting have an absolute right to 
control all the means by which the 
contract can be fulfilled. 

“There has been no change in the 
freight rates. The people can rcach 
the same markets under exactly the 
same conditions as heretofore. The 
only privilege the carriers have as- 
sumed in the premises has been to 
withdraw from accepting the ship- 
pers’ routings as their own.”

THE GOVERNMENT PROTESTS. 
IAA P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2.—The State 
Department today received from Am- 
bagsador Choate at London, by cable, a 
statement of the facts which have de- 
veloped in connection with the seizure 
‘by British warships of American goods 
on the three merchant vessels, Beatrice, 
Mashona and Maria.

It is 
not even known just where the goods 
are, or if they have all been seized, or 
only in part. It will be the duty of our 
consular agent at Lorenzo Marquez to 
ascertain and report these facts, and 
he is now engaged in doing this, under 
the original instructions of the State 
Department.

OLD NEGRO WOMAN CHARGED

As it was, to make both ends meet 
he made coples of portraits for rich 
people who desired duplicates, and oc- 
easionally he received a commission 
for an original portrait. Constable was 
tall, of fine figure and possessed of 
great strength. About the country he 
was known as “the handsome miller.“ 
a name that has clung to him even now 
these many years after his death. He 
excelled in feats of strength and was 
generally of the fine, physical, manly 
type of Englishman. There came, how- 
ever, into his life an affair that was to 
cause him great anxiety and for a time 
to impair this splendid health and 
power. It was the old story, and the 
woman in the case was a Miss Bicknell: 
she eventually became his wife, but the 
course of true love in this case was 
unusually rough. Her father, and in 
particular a rich uncle, violently op- 
posed the union, for, and with justice, 
they thought such a match at that time 
quite imprudent.

He used a palette knife quite 
freely in painting, and sometimes he 
kept a canvas a long while in his 
studio before he let it go out into the 
world. It is said that he had his 
famous picture, “Waterloo Fridge,“ 
some thirteen years under considera- 
tion before he finally pronounced tt 
complete.

“The United States of South Africa” 
is, indeed, a clever phrase, taking into 
consideration its origin and its purpose. 
As to its origin, it is a fact worth not- 
ing that the term is of American, not 
of South African, coinage. It has prob- 
ably never been heard of in Africa, 
south or north. It probably never will 
be heard of there. At all events, it 
would mean nothing in that part of the 
world, and an elaborate explanation 
would be necessary to make the inhab- 
itants understand it, if some South 
African orator should happen to use the 
phrase inadvertently, in the course of 
one of his harangues. The phrase has 
not even the merit of voicing the 
dreams of impracticable theorists. It 
is merely the crude invention of 
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t repre- 
sentatives and exponents of Krugerism. 

But even if Kruger and his coterie 
of absolutists were willing to have the 


necessity, if it is to be stable, rest upon 
the consent of the governed. To ob- 
tain such consent would be an impos- 
sibility, for the reason that interests, 
opinions, and affiliations are so diverse. 
Homogeneity of race, of aims, of pur- 
poses, and of opinions, is wanting, and 
without it concert and harmony of ac- 
tion would be impossible. The “United 
States of South Africa” would be a 
house divided against itself, and as 
such would be foredoomed to go down 
in the red ruin of revolution and 
anarchy, if left to its own devices. If 
the Dutch autocrats were not permitted 
to rule—as they certainly would not 
be permitted to do under a genuinely 
‘republican form of government—they 
would plot the overthrow of the re- 
public, for the purpose of regaining 
their lost power. 

The majority of the inhabitants of 
South Africa, without a doudt, would 
greatly prefer to be under the govern- 
ment of Great’ Britain, with the 
prestige and the protection which they 
would thus enjoy, rather than to em- 
bark upon any utopian scheme of gov- 
ernment under existing conditions. It 
the inhabitants of South Africa were 
a homogeneous people, with common 
aims and purposes, the case would be 
decidedly different, and a_ republic 
might be both desirable and prac- 
ticable, provided Kruger and Kruger- 
ism could be well got rid of. But we 
must take conditions as they exist, 
rather than as we would have them. 
Viewed in the practical light of exist- 
ing conditions, the “United States of 
South Africa” is an utter impossibil- 
ity, and the yawpers would better 
cease their yawping about it.

POLICE DEPARTMENT. 

“The construction put by city coun- 
ells upon the provisions of our charter 
relating to the police department, and 
the meddling of politicians in its at- 
fairs, have always made this branch 
of our city government a difficult one 
to manage. It is the spirit of the 
charter that the pelice force shall be 
@ non-partisan body, free from all po- 
litical influences, but in practice it has 
too often been quite the reverse. The 
charter provides that the management 
of the department shall be vested in a 
commission, four members of which 
shall be appointed by the City Coun- 
cll. These appointees are charter of- 
ficers, clothed with executive powers, 
and they are not mere committeemen 
to do the detail work of the Council, 
nor is it their duty to do the bidding 
of individual Councilmen. Being 
charged with the responsibility of man- 

ng the police d ment, it was the 
obvious intent of the charter to clothe 
them also with the needful authority. 

“The charter gives the Chief of Po- 
lice control of the police officers, and 
any interference between him and his 
men by the Mayor, the Police Commis- 
sion or the Council subverts all disci- 
pline, and can have no other effect than 
to destroy the efficiency of the force. If 
the Chief, after being allowed to ex- 
ercise the powers given him by the 
charter, fails to provide efficient serv- 
ice, he should then be replaced by 2 
more competent man.

“The report of the Chief Engineer 
of the fire department shows the great 
improvements that have been made

“The statutes of our State contain an 
act providing for the pensioning of po-

was obligatory upon the Police Com- 
mission of this city to conform to the 
act, and the ingly organ- 
ized for that purpose as the law re- 
quired. 

“If this enactment was intended for 
the public good, it certainly failed te 
accomplish that purpose, and an effort 
should be made to secure its repeal or 
modification at the next session of the 
Legisiature. Ag now framed, the law 
is cumbrous in its operation and un- 
satisfactory in its results. The police 
themselves are not olly satisfied with 
it because there if provision for the 
relief of officeré Who are temporarily 
absent from duty because of fliness. 
The law gives a pension to all officers 
who have been in the service for twenty 
years, and this will in the near future 
impose a heavy burden upon the city. 
It would be much better if pensions 
were given only in cases where death 
or disability urs while the officer is 
in the actual harge of his duty.

This is true through- 
out the years of light rainfall, and for 
fully two-thirds of the time in years

the surfacing material used on the 
gravel streets. For economy and com- 
fort this street is well adapted to our 
climate, and if a material containing 
less clay were used, the objectionabic 
features in rainy weather would 
very much reduced. The Street Su- 
perintendent has recommended a ma- 
tertal that will wear well and always 
retain a smooth surface if kept 
sprinkled. I do not think, however, 
that it should be used on grades ex- 
ceeding 4 per cent., on account of its 
liability to wash. All streets exceed- 
ing this grade should be either paved 
or macadamized. As the cost of main- 
taining the streets is borne by the en- 
tire community, the method of im- 
proving them should not be determined 
merely by the initial expense. 

“The brick vements recommended 
by the City Engineer are very good 
when the brick is of uniform hard- 
ness. The sample of this pavement 
which we.have thus far had, made 
from brick of domestic manufacture. 
do not demonstrate our ability to pro- 
duce a «ood paving brick.

streets in localitics where the varia- 
tion in temperature is great, does not 
apply in this climate. 

SEWERAGE. 

“The condition of the sewer system 
in a city of this size and of such im- 
portance as a health and pleasure re- 
sort should be known at all times. 
The sewers are designed to make pos- 
sible a visual inspection of every por- 
tion of them, by means of the man- 
holes, and the same caution and regu- 
larity should be exercised in the in 
epection of sewers as that of surface 
improvements. A deposit is liable to 
occur even in a well-constructed sewer 
that will cause foul and dangerous 
gases to escape either through the 
manholes or through house drains. The 
practice of sealing the perforations in 
manhole covers is not in accord with 
the methods employed where sewer 
systems are properly and intelligently 
eared for, and should be discontinued 
here. Too much care cannot be exes- 
cised in the laying of sewers to the 
line and grade, as defects in these par- 
ticulars cause deposits to form. The 
joints should be well filled with cemen!, 
eo that the liquid sewage will not run 
out and leave the solids to putify and 
cause offensive smells. The City Eu- 
gimeer has reported very fully on the 
outfall sewer, and Mr. Rudolph Hering 
has advised as to the r steps to 
be taken for its preservation. 

NEW CHARTER. 

“The urgent need of a new city char- 
ter could not have been demonstrated 
more convincingly than by the experi- 
rence of this administration during the 
past year. The limitation upon the 
city’s bonded indettedness will make 
it impossible to build any more schoo!- 
houses, except these provided for in 
the recent issue of school bonds This 
is a serious misfortune, and if it be- 
comes known that we are unable to 
provide needed scheol facilities, it will 
prove a decided obstacle to the city’s 
growth, for parents will not settle in 
a place where they cannot properly ed- 
ucate their children. 

“With the present limitation upon 
the indebtedness of the municipality. 
bonds cannot be issued for a new 
lighting plant, and this fact will not 
be overlooked by bidders when max 
ing their bids for lighti the city. 

“The city’s parks will, in the near 
future, demand larger expenditures 
than can be made from the tax levy. 


Our park system is justly a source of 
pride to every and extensions 
and improvements must be made to 
keep pace with the growth of the city. 

“Another department whose n 
cannot be adequately provided for from 
the tax levy is the Public Library. The 
present quarters of the library are se- 
riously overcrowded, and the time must 
soon come when it will be necetsary 
to erect a lib building. The annual 
report of the librarian indicates that 
considerable expenditures must also be 
made to replace many standard works 
which have been worn out by constant 
use. These and other needs of tie 
library must recefve attention if its 
value to the public 4 to be maintained, 

“The introduction of the principles 
of civil-service reform into the subor- 
dinate positions in our city govern- 
ment would correct. and in a measure 
eradicate the most objectionable fea- 
ture in local politics. Under the pres- 
ent system the most active and ener- 
getic citizen found working politics for 
the public good is the patronage broker 
and the man seeeking to enter the 
city’s employ. 

“The new charter should also define 
more clearly the respective ers and 
duties of the executive, and the legis- 
lative departments of the city govern- 
ment. 

BUILDING OPERATIONS. 

“The report of the Superintendent 
of Buildings shows an increase in the 
amount expended last year for build- 
ings, as compared with the year pre- 
vious. This ia very creditable, consid- 
| ering that 1899 was the second of two 
dry years. 

“The department of buildings has 
been instrumental in securing an ordi- 
nance that will reduce the dangers from 
fire and improve the sanitary condition 
of interior plumbing. 

AN IMPORTANT REFORM. 


“It is reason for congratulation that 
the gambling device known as the 
nickel-in-the-slot machine has been 
banished from the city, It has un- 
doubtedly reduced the amount of drink- 
ing and has removed one of the atrong- 
est temptations to gambling to which 
the youth of the city were e 

PUBLIC LIGHTING. 

“The lighting of the city is being 
done for about one-third less than the 
cost in three-fourths of the cities of 
the Union. This favorable contract was 
secured because your honorable body 
took the wise course of preparing to 
provide the city with a distributing 
system of its own. While light can 
be secured at the present figure there 
isa no advantage in owning such a sys- 
tem, but to insure that the city obtains 

best market rates at all times we 
shall eventually be compelled to build 
or acquire a wire plant for the public 
lighting. Current can probably be ob- 
tained for many years for much less 
than it would cost the city to generate 
it, as the water- er companies are 
in a position to supply electricity at a 
very low rate, during the hours when 
it is required for lighting purposes. 

IRRIGATION. 

“The department of irrigation, at one 
time the most important in the city, 
has dwindled down, through the en- 
croachment of dwellings and increased 
domestic requirements, until it now af- 
fects only a comparatively small num- 
ber of our citizens. The past two years 
have taxed this department to keep 
on speaking terms with the irrigator. 
There is a large section of highly cul- 
tivated land within the corporate Um- 
its that would be reduced to a waste 
if it were deprived of the water that 
has given it life. It will be but a short 
time when almost all of the river water 
will carried to a high level,.and the 

der of the flow will then be in- 
sufficient for the irrigator’s present re- 
quirements. Until the growth of the 
city finally converts these irrigated 
lands into residence property, some 
provision such as suggested in my last 
annual message should be made to meet 
th's deficiency. In support of this rec- 
ommendation it may be mentioned that 
the City Engineer's annual report in- 
cludes an estimate by J. B. Lippincott 
that at the present rate of increase 
in population, and assuming that the 
per capita consumption of water con- 
tinues unchanged, the surface flow of 
the river above the high level diver- 
gions will all be required for domestic 
use in four and one-half years. 

THE WATER CONTROVERSY. 

“The water controversy is proceed- 
ing along the lines indicated when the 
water company threatened that if the 
city did not accede to its demands, a 
multitude of lawsuits would be com- 
menced. But the people of this city are 
determined to own their waterworks 
and the time is not so distant when 
this will be an accomplished fact. The 
city has .encountered delays in this 
fight but in the main has won on all 
material points. 

“The arbitration provision of the 
leave was always regarded as strongly 
advantageous to the water company, 
but it did not prove ‘so, as the award 
was very fair and just to both parties. 
The expense of making this appraise- 
ment is a mere tagatelie compared with 
the results obtained. The cost and an- 
noyance of pending litigation, made 
necessary by the action of the water 
company and its allies, must be borne 
with patience if we are to accom- 
plish the end in view, and no amount 
of criticism from the opposition should 
deter us from pursuing, this. matter 
to a finish. The action of your honor- 
able body in supporting our attorneys 
was commendable. The water com- 
pany’s intimations of a compromise 
have not yet developed into a definite 
proposition, nor is there any likelihood 
of this until the company has ex- 
hausted iteelf in the courts. 

“The water bonds were offered for 


sale on the eve of a financial depres- 


sion affecting all securities of this 
character, and we were forewarned by 
bankers that the time was inopportune 
for selling them. But they had been 
advertised and it was thought best to 
ascertain what objections, if any, 
might be made by buyers. If there are 
any technical reasons which might 
make the bonds invalid it is best to 
know them as soon as possible as the 
city cannot afford to have its credit 
forever impaired by an outstanding ob- 
ligation which the law will not permit 
it to meet. 

“No matters of greater importance 
are likely to come before the legal de- 
partment of our city government than 
it has had to deal with in the past two 
or three years. While the expense of 
the litigation with the water company 
has been great the cost for attorneys 
has been comparatively small. The 
contract with the law firm of Lee & 
Scott has been faithfully performed by 
these gentlemen and they have ren- 
dered much service which, under the 
terms of their employment, they were 
not obliged to give. The value to the 
city of the Pomeroy and Hooker deci- 
sion cannot be estimated, as it vir- 
tually protects the river from en- 
croachments that were threatening its 
entire absorption Dy private interests. 
The character of proof necessary in 
these suits required the presentation 
of facts which could be secured only 
by physical demonstrations, and these 
were expensive. 

“The predictions of the legal depart- 
ment that the water litigation will be 
brought to an early termination will be 
welcome to the taxpayers of the city. 

THE ENTENTE CORDIALE. 

“While the executive and the legisla- 
tive departments of the city govern- 
ment have at times during the past 
year differed widely upon questions of 
impo ce, such differences have not 
been of a personal nature and it is to 
be hoped that in the coming year «a 
greater degree of harmony may de 
induced by a common py to pro- 


mote the public interest and the wel- 
fare of the city.

A SUBTERFUGE. 
SALOON MAN'S ADMISSION. 

“These restaurant liquor licenses is- 
sued to saloons are used simply as a 
means of violating the Sunday sa- 
loon-closing law. They are mere sub- 
terfuges, and the way they are oper- 
ated in this city gives the saloon men 
an opportunity to get around the law. 
You know it and we saloon men know 
it, but we have to have such licenses 
in order to protect our business.” This 
main statement of fact was made to 
the Board of Police Commissioners by 
Robert Kern, one of the best-known 
saloon-keepers in the city, yesterday 
morning, when he was add them 
on an application which he had filed 
for a restaurant liquor license at his 
place of business at No. 225 West 
Third street. 

That restaurant liquor licenses have 
long been used as a means of evading 
and violating the Sunday and midnight 
saloon-closing ordinances has been 
known even to the police department 
almost from the time that the or- 
dinance, as it stan at present, was 
adopted. The late Police Commission 
granted many of these licensés to sa- 
loons, until now almost every prom- 
inent saloon in the city one, 

nd the result is that even when bona 

de efforts to enforce the law are made 
by the police, they find themselves se- 


though many saloons in the city have 
these licenses, not one in ten is so 
equipped that it is able to and ac- 
tually does serve bona fide meals with 
the liquor sold, 2 required by the 
ordinance. All this was known to 
the old Board of Police Commissioners 
and may have been known to the new 
board, but if they did not know it, all 
doubt t it was removed by the

. Kern's for a 
restaurant liquor license was pre- 
sented at the meeting of the board 
yesterday morning, there was a dis- 
position on the part of the members to 
grant it. but Commissioner 
wanted to know something about it.

I want this license 
because without it I cannot legally 
sell whisky on Sunday. There is no 
use beating about the bush about the 
matter. Others have such licenses for 
such purposes, and as competition in 
my business is very keen, am com- 
pelled to follow the course of others 
if I hope to keep up my t 7 

Commissioner Ling then stated that 
although he did not believe in issuin 
such licenses to one saloon man an 
refusing another, unless 
some reason for 80 — 
see how the board could consistently 
grant such licenses when it wag ad- 
mitted that the license was intended 
as a means of evading the law. 

“Let us grant this one and then take 
all such licenses from all saloons which 
are not really restaurants, suggested 
Commissioner Parker half jokingty. 

“I'll agree to that gladly,’ proa.ptly 
replied Mr. Ling, and Commissioner 
Day also indicated that such a course

“You see it’s this way,“ continued 
Mr. Kern. “I have to protect my busi- 
ness, and this is the only way I can do 
it. If I want to succeed I must keep 
my customers, and when a man comes 
downtown on Sunday and wants a 
drink, I want to be able to furnish it to 
him just like other places do.” 

It was admitted by the commission- 
ers that the refusal of this application 
might work a hardship to Mr. Kern, 
inasmuch as most of his competitors 
have such licenses, but Commiss_oner 
Ling asserted that to perpetuate that 
which was wrong would not make a 
right, and as the license was intended 
simply as a subterfuge he favored the 
taking away of all such licenses. The 
license ordinance was produced and 
read, and it was clearly shown that 
the intention of the law was to enable 
the owners of legitimate restaurants to 
sell liquors in origfhal packages with 
real meals. 

“If the enforcement of th's law works 
a hardship on any person, and I admit 
that it seems to do so in this case, in 
event that this license is refused, the 
way to ascertain whether the law is 
obnoxious is to strictly enforce it,” said 
Commissioner Scarborough. 

Commissioner Parker wanted to 
grant the application. say! that 
everybody knows Mr. Kern, and that he 
is not a wan who would violate the 
law. Mr. Parker deplored the fact that 
so many saloons had been granted such 
licenses, when others could not secure 
them. Mayor Baton suggested that the 
matter be referred to the acting Chief 
of Police to report at the next meeting. 
At this Mr. Kern demurred, saying he 
wanted to do business next Sunday. 
His objection to that course was not 
considered, however, and the matter 
was referred to Capt. Roberts for a 
report. What he is expected to report 
the members of the commission could 
not say after the meeting. The real 
object of the reference to the acting 
chief was to give the board more time 
to consider the matter. It is not im- 
probable that this Incident may be the 
means of beginning a crusade in the 
commission against the use of restau- 
rant liquor licenses by others than res- 
taurant owners, and that there may be 
later a wholesale revocation of such M- 
censes held by saloon men, in order 
that there may be less difficulty in en- 
forcing the saloon laws. 

MAY LOSE THEIR LICENSE. 

As a result of reports made to the 
Board of Police Commissioners yester- 
day by the sergeants of police, O Con- 
nor Bros, owners of a saloon at No.

STORM DRAIN NECESSARY. | 


Many matters concerning street im- 
provement were considered by the 
Council yesterday. Among the most 
impertant was the proposed construc- 
tion of a storm drain along Lake Shore 
avenue in connection with the ing 
of the street as a boulevard. e City 
Clerk reported that all protests against 
the building of the boulevard had been 
overruled by the Council and that 
jurisdiction had been red to pass 
the final ordinance. The final ordinance 
was thereupon unanimously 
The City Engineer reported that in 
connection with the improvement, it 
would be necessary to provide means 
to dispose of storm water. His recom- 
mendations were as follows: 

“In the matter of the abandonment 
of the old wooden-box storm drain on 
Lake Shore avenue, I find that a con- 
siderable portion of said en box, 
running from Figueroa street to a 
point between Ohio and Kern streets, 
has already been taken up and replaced 
by a thirty-inch cement pipe. There is 
still in existence between Ohio street 
and First street about one thousand 
feet of this wooden box which should 
be taken up and replaced by a cement 
pipe. This drain is located under the 
sidewalk on the north-side of Lake 
Shore avenue, and as it is now pro- 
posed to construct a cement walk along 
said avenue, it is important that the 
old wooden box should be taken up and 
a cement pipe substituted before this 
work of sidewalking is begun. 

“In further connection with the pro- 
posed improvement of Lake Shore ave- 
nue, I will take this opportunity of 
calling the attention of your honorable 
body to the fact that in order to pro- 
tect said improvement (when com- 
pleted) from damage by storm water, 
it will be absolutely necessary that a 
storm drain of considerable dimensions 
be constructed along said avenue from 
Temple street to First street. It is not 
imperative, however, that this storm 
drain should be constructed in the im- 
mediate future, for the reason that the 
improvement of Lake Shore avenue will 
probably not be completed much before 
next July, but, in my judgment, in or-

DIVIDEND POLICY TO BE AN- 
NOUNCED SOON. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] It was said in Wall street to- 
day, upon what appeared to be reliable 
authority, that the dividend policy of 
the Southern Pacific Railroad would 
be announced within sixty days. It is 
claimed that at the present rate of 
earnings the road is showing nearly 6 
per cent. on its entire capital stock. 
November figures show gross earnings 
of $5,725,435, an increase of $761,976, and 
net earnings of $2,278,077, an increase 
of $600,607. For five months of the fis- 
cal year the net earnings were $11,201,- 
995 .an increase of $2,172,449. 

The increased capital under the read- 
justment plan of the company provides 
for a total caiptalization of about $200,- 
000,000. 

It will be seen from the foregoing 
figures that during five months simply 
from the increase in net earnings there 
has been slightly more than 1 per cent. 
earned on new stock. The banking 
syndicate, which is in control of the 
property, is already looking forward to 
the refunding of many of the present 
high interest-bearing bonds of the 


company. 

Should the stock be placed under a 
4-per-cent. basis, which could be easily 
maintained, the outlook for refunding 
operations would be extremely bright. 
This is believed to be one cause for 
an expected liberal policy to share- 
holders, although aside from such ex- 
pectation stock should certainly re- 
ceive some portion of the present large 
earnings.

A THRIFTY PEOPLE. Denmark, 
gives forcible evidence of increasing 
yields, to a writer in a re- 
cent number of the Forum. She has 
& population of 2,200,000, or 143 inhab- 
itants per square mile. She is not only 
able to feed her steadily-increasing 
population, but is in a position to ex- 
port considerable quantities of food 
products. In 1885 her ex of such 
products amounted to $54,000,000, her 
imports to $22,400, excess of 
$35,000,000, or $17 per capita. The ex- 
ports of food products, animal and 
Vegetable, of the United States for 
the fiscal year 1897, amounted to $390,- 
000,000, or $5.55 per capita. In the phe- 
nomenal year 1898 they rose to 350, 
000,000, or $7.85 per capita. According 
to official figures the production of 
grain about one hundred and fifty 
years ago amounted to 12,000,000 
bushels annually. But now the rate 
of production is 36,000,000 bushels, while 
during the period of 1881-1887 it rose 
to an average of 86,000,000 bushels.

NOTIZED BY O’BRYAN. 


Demands Better Proof of Wolfsohn’s 
Identity Before Returning Insurance 
Money—Insists That Mrs. O'Neil is 
the Best Witness—Wolfsohn Has 
Disappeared. 


Having established to the complete 
satisfaction of himself and the local 
representatives of the New York Life 
Insurance Company, the identity of 
Aaron Wolfsohn, Attorney Ed C. 
O’Bryan is now proceeding to recover 
the $10,000, which has been in the hands 
of Public Administrator Kellogg for 
the past few weeks. The alleged Wolilf- 
sohn was not produced in court, and 
was not permitted an interview with 
the witness most competent to identify 
him, but small matters of this kind Go 
not worry the oily lawyer from Chi- 
cago. He is perfectly satisfied, and 
he expects other people to tak: his 
word for it.

Wolfsohn senior, had protested against 
the money being returned to the com- 
pany without further identification of 
the young man whom Mr. O' Bryan had 
80 mysteriously spirited into and out 
of town, Mr. Kellogg felt he was justi- 
fied in demanding further proofs.

If the object of Lawyer O' Bryan and 
Wolfsohn in traveling all the way 
from Chicago to Los Angeles was 
solely to clear up the mystery and es- 
tablish the identity of the living Wolf- 
sohn, why did they studiously avoid 
the most competent witness in the 
matter, even to ge extent of taking to 
their heels and hiding? 

Why was not Wolfsohn produced in 


open court, where no honest man is 
afraid to show himself? 
Finally, if a swindle has been at- 


tempted, is the New York Life In- 
surance Company a party to the deal, 
or has it compromised a felony? 
Public Administrator Kellogg stated 
last evening that he still adheres to 
his determination, not to pay over the 
money to the company on the strength 
of the identification which has been 
presented. He demands more satis- 
factory proof, and will ask the com- 
y to produce Aaron Wolfsohn be- 
fore him in the presence of Mrs. Mag- 
gie O'Neil, who, he thinks, is the most 
competent witness in the case.
